Water  Supply 

Water  supplies  have  remained  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity.  No  shortages  occurred  during  the  year. 


Thirty-eight  samples  were  taken  for  examination  of  treated 
.'water  after  going  into  supply.  All  were  satisfactory.

11  houses  previously  taking  their  water  from  external  stand  pipes 
were  provided  with  internal  piped  supplies  during  the  year. 


Two  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Normal  minor  extensions  of  sewers  for  housing  estates 
were  made  during  the  year.  Reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  was  75%  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  main  sewer  in 
the  Town  centre  was  descaled  and  cleaned. 

There,  are  5,773  water  closets,  in  the  area,  and  11  premises 
served  by  pails. 

The  conversion  of  closets  without  mechanical  means  of 
flushing  to  water  closets  has  continued  through  the  year,  by  service 
of  statutory  notices  and  by  agreement  to  pay  half  the  cost  where  the 
conversion  is  undertaken  voluntarily.  83  conversions  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 


Refuse  Collection 

Houses  and  other  premises  are  provided  with  dustbins  for 
refuse  storage.  Collection  is  on  a  weekly  basis,  and  disposal 
is  by  controlled  tipping. 

A  seperate  collection  is  made  of  trade  refuse,  for 
which  there  is  a  charge  of  15/-  per  "bin  or  equivalent.  Approx¬ 
imately  200  bins  of  trade  refuse  are  emptied  each  week.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1  9U9 

The  Rodent  Officer,  as  other  duties  permitted,  has 
proceeded  with  the  routine  inspection  of  the  District.  2,679 
Visits  and  Inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year,  in  routine 
survey  of  the  District  &  treatment  at  premises.  Infestations  by 
rodents  are  treated  free  at  dwelling  houses.;  business  and  agric¬ 
ultural  premises  are  charged  for  the  service.  Council  properties 
are  inspected  regularly  and  treated  as  required. 

Disinfestation 

No  verminous  premises  were  discovered  during  i960. 

200  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  treatments 
to  destroy  flies,  wasps,  ants  and  other  insects. 

Swimming  Baths 

New  chlorination,  and  dosing  equipment  was  installed 
before  the  beginning  of  the  i960  season,  to  provide  breakpoint 
chlorination.  Regular  samples  of  the  water  were  tested,  and 
attention  was  paid  to  the  plant  and  its  operation.  Of  9  samples 
bacteriologicaliy  examined,  2  were  unsatisfactory.

Milk  Sampling 

Sampling  for  the  detection  of  infection  with  living 
tubercle  bacilli,  or  Brucella  abortus  was  continued.  7  samples 
were  taken,  all  proving  satisfactory. 

21  further  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Council  owns  the  abattoir  and  provides  the 
facilities  for  a  puhlic  slaughterhouse. 

The  Council’s  report  under  Section  3(0  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act  1950  included  a  proposal  to  erect  a  new 
abbatoir  to  replace  the  existing,  and  recommended  the  end  of 
June,  1962,  as  the  ’’appointed  day”.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
Architect’s  scheme  had  been  accepted  in  outline. 

14,152  animals  were  slaughtered  therein  during  1959. 
All  of  these  were  examined  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  425  visits 
being  made  for  this  purpose.
